Historians of the future will note 
that at this period in the diplo- 
matic and military struggle, the 


future of freedom in Europe was | 


keyed to France and that of Asia 
was locked up in the French 


struggle to retain Indochina, 

The weakest of the European 
powers, the nation whose indu® 
trial recovery is slower even than 
Italy’s; the country whose politi- 
cal factions are more rigidly fixed 
and implacable than any other in 
Europe, the people whose indus- 
trial future is perhaps even more 
darkened by the shadow of com- 
munism than that of the Italians— 
that nation was provided by des- 
tiny as the pivot on which the 
Western future will depend. 

If France does not join the West- 
ern nations in the European De- 
fense Community the Western ar- 
mies would quickly be forced out 
of Europe in event of war. With- 
out supply lines into, and through 
France, Germany could not be 
occupied by British or American 
forces. 


Asia 

If Indochina falls to Communist 
armies, then Southeast Asia, India 
and Pakistan will be left directly 
in the path of the massive Marx- 
ist machine.

And Wound 40 


NAIRORI, Kenva, Feb. 21 
(INS)—British security officials 
announced tonight that 111 Mau 
Mau terrorists have been killed. 
40 wounded and 12 captured in a 
series of battles during the last 
four days. : 

The fighting broke out on 
Thursday when a band of the 
anti-white native underground at- 
tacked a police station in the 
Thika District. 

Eighty-seven of the Mau Mau 
died in weekend clashes on the 
Fort Hall reserve. 


The death toll of the terrorists 
was the largest announced since 
the beginning of the emergency 
in the Fast African Crown colony 
io months ago. 

Colonial Secretary Oliver Lyt- 
tieton has been under fire in Par- 
hament on charges of permitting 
brutal tactics to be used by the 
Crown forces. 

Lyttleton, who will arrive in 
Nairobi this week, will be faced 
with demands from many white 
settlers to conduct an ali-out 
campaign to stamp out the Mau 
Mau 

There aré many Europeans in 
the celonyv, however. who feel 
that the campaign to flush out the 
terrorists nas been a success, but 
little has been done on the ideo- 
logical level to wipe out the Mau 
Miau as a doctrine and on the 
economic and social level ‘to 
erase the root causes of the re- 
bellious movement.

Each year the number grows and the 
campaign to increase corn production per 
acre, begun by the Extension Service in 
1946, is getting results. The 1953 yield of 
an average of 20 bushels to the acre is 
the highest on record. 


J. R. Johnson, agronomist for the Ex- 
tension Service, attributes improved yields 
to the demonstration value of methods and 
results achieved by these 100-bushel pro- 
ducers. They are showing that it can be 
done with proper practices. 

We congratulate these farmers and 
the Extension Service for sponsoring a 
worthwhile project. Corn is the main grain 
crop in Georgia, occupying approximately 
one-third of the cropland. Far too long 
have we been satisfied with wasting much 
cropland in expensive production. 


When we consider that corn ranks 
next to cotton in total value of crops pro- 
duced in Georgia, the possibility for in- 
creasing income by increasing yields is at- 
tractive indeed.

Although few indi- 
viduals have attained the stature of a Mc- 
Carthy, there has always been a minority 
working to breed hate and discord and 
distrust of the very foundations of our na- 
tional life. 

They have always been rejected by the 
masses of the American people. They will 
continue to be rejected. 

The sum total of American strength is 
made up of the strength of all its indi- 
vidual groups. Baptists, Methodists, Cath- 
olics and Jews and the hundreds of other 
religious groups are interdependent within 
the framework of a free society. None 
can exist without the other. Oppression of 
any group is a threat to all others. 

The idea of brotherhood encompasses 
the realization that the weak must protect 
the strong. May it always be so! 

So “Let’s Get Together” and take a 
look at the things that have made America 
strong. Let’s resolve to preserve them and 
to cast out those elements that would de- 
stroy us with hate and fear of each other. 
Today, on Washington's Birthday, let's re- 
dedicate ourselves to the principles that 
guided the founder of the American re- 
public. 


Nation Worries, Too, 


About Juvenile Crime 


Down at Macon a legislative committee 
is looking into the problem of juvenile de- 
linquency. Here in Atlanta we are doing 
the same thing after realizing that the in- 
cidence of juvenile offenses has doubled 
since 1950. Weare not alone. Almost all 
communities and cities of the country tell 
the same story. 


Juvenile delinquency has grown to 
alarming proportions in comparison with 
the adult crime rate, FBI Director J. Ed- 
gar Hoover says in a recent article in 
Scouting, the magazine of the Boy Scouts 
of America. 


Last year eight per cent of all those 
arrested had not reached the age of 18 
while 13 per cent were under 21. 


That is startling enough, but even 
more alarming are Mr. Hoover's statis- 
tics proving these juvenile crimes much 
more serious than teen-age pranks and 
petty misbehavior. 

This groyp accounted for 19 per cent 
of the arrests for robbery, 37 per cent of 
those for larceny, 48 per cent of the 
apprehensions for burglary and 53 per 
cent of all auto thefts. 

The FBI chief does suggest a remedy. 
He calls on adult citizens to accept their 
responsibilities to the country’s youth. 
The basic cause, from whatever source it 
may stem, is a lack of moral responsi- 
bility. The job of teaching respect for 
law, duty to God, country and fellow man 
begins at home. The school has a respon- 
sibility and so has the church, 

This responsibility extends to the 
community to provide wholesome oppor- 
tunities for group activities such as the 
Boy Scouts of America. If a youngster 
learns the meaning of the Scaut oath, he 
will not become delinquent.

—A New High in Foreheads 


Up at the Mansion motel, old Nick was still puttering around 
the premises. He and his lady were anxious to get out of town 
and back to Nashville, Tenn., where they had some real estate 
dealing to do before Nick comes back to run the Peaches. 
His face was still the same rich, red hue of a tomato ripened 
under a withering sun. His hair could now be combed with a 
bath cloth. 


A photographer had shot a picture of Nick, Andy Seminick, 
Enos Slaughter and Whitlow Wyatt the night before, and the 
reflection from the flash bulb had been blinding. They repre- 
sent four of the highest foreheads east of James Roosevelt. 


“What can you tell the people about a ball club you don’t 
know anything about yourself?”’ said Henry the Nick. 


There have been two baseball Nick Cullops. The other was 
Norman the Nick, a pitcher from King College in Tennessee. His 
arm went bad and he took up home-run hitting too. 


‘‘Managing’s not like it used to be, when you walked in 
with a ball club that was pretty well put together from the 
start. That’s what the farm system has done to the game. 
Everybody’s in the same boat. The triple A’s don’t know 
what they'll get untii the majors cut. And the double A’s won’t 
know until the triple A’s cut. That’s the way it goes.” 


It means that a manager's control over his own destiny is 
eonsiderably watered-down. Take the case of old Nick himself.

Cullop started managing in the St. Louis Cardinal chain 
at Asheville and made progress until in 1943 he won the Little 
World Series and was Minor League Manager of The Year at 
Columbus Ohio. 


That didn’t bring the major leaguers to his door in droves. 
Neither did it in 1947, when he repeated his minor league 
sweep at Milwaukee. In fact, in less than five years he skidded 
almost off the face of the earth before that twin member 
of the Northern League, Fargo-Moorehead, gave him class O 
employment. 

“You're at the mercy of the farm systems,”’ Nick said. ‘‘You 
go with what they give you. Maybe you're not supposed to win the 
pennant, but develop players. The local folks don’t understand that. 
They don’t care if the parent club wins the pennant two years from 
now. They want a winner in their own town, and the manager goes 
up and down like a monkey on a string.” 


Nick and Slaughter had been booked on the Macon Home Run 
Club’s program as a tandem attraction. But a pall had closed in 
over the place. Slaughter’s wife had fallen from their car near 
Thomson and fractured her skull. The doctor had told Slaughter 
there was nothing he could do but wait, and he might as well wait 
in Macon and pick up his $300 fee. He spoke briefly and rushed 
back to his wife’s bedside. 

‘There goes the guy that took my job,”’ Nick said after he’d 
gone. ‘“‘He succeeded me in right field at Columbus on his way 
to the Cards in ’35.”’ That was 10 years after Nick had hit 30 
home runs for the Crackers at the start of a career that had 
big league written all over it, until the pitchers threw him 
breaking stuff. Then, like as not, he was just as liable to lead 
the league in strikeouts as homers. 

; ‘Laugh about hustle, if you will,”” Nick said, “‘but that Slaugh- 
ter hustled his way to the majors. He came walking in from the 
outfield at Columbus one day and Eddie Dyer, the manager, asked 
him sort of sarcastically, ‘What’s wrong, kid, you tired? If you 
are, I can get somebody else to play for you.’ That started Slaugh- 
fer running and he’s been running ever since.*’

to all at any time of day or night. | 

With the exception of two structures, one brand-new, still un- | 
occupied cottage and the school house, the buildings at the Ocala | 
school are neither newer nor hahdsomer than the ones on the 
Adamsville campus. They were erected along about World War I 
and they are far from models of efficiency or good planning. 
But where the age of the Adamsville buildings shows up in di- 
lapidation and abandoned wings with brdken windows and scaling 
paint, the Ocala dormitories have the rambling, old-fashioned 
charm of country houses which have been kept up, added to 
and constantly remodeled to meet the needs of an expanding 
family. Each building looks out on flower beds planted and 
maintained by the girls themselves in eager competition for the 
prize which goes each season to the cottage with the prettiest 
grounds. ~- 

The walks and drives are bright with the deep blue, pink, 
green and vellow uniforms and the white shoes and socks of the | 
students going to classes or tu work in the school’s diary, poultry 
farm, canning plant or laundry. Some school administrators decry 
the use of uniforms and the Adamsville school] allows the girls 
to wear their own clothes, furnishing blue jeans and varied plaid 
shirts to girls whose private wardrobes are inadequate. 


DEFENDS POLICY ON UNIFORMS 


But practical, motherly Mrs. Alyce D. McPherson, who has | 
been superintendent of the Florida school since 1943, defends her | 


unifornt-policy sturdily. 
“Some of the girls have better clothes than others, and it’s not 
fair to make a difference. Off campus, that's different.’’ 


A bell rings and girls begin assembling from all parts of the 
campus to walk with their house mothers toward the dining room 
for lunch. The dining room is a big, bright room with tables seat- 
ing six to 10 persons. Each table is covered with a cloth, white or 
red or gaily printed, and centered with a bowl of flowers. The 
tables are set with plastic dishes and everybody stands with bowed 
heads until somewhere in the back a girl with a clear, sweet 
apg lifts high the song: ‘Praise God from Whom all blessings

When the blessing is@aid the 100 girls and 30 staff members 
sit down to eat together, talking pleasantly And animatedly as 
they pass, family style, platters of ground beef patties (real 
beef from the school’s freezer locker), baked potatoes, rutabagas, 
hot cornbread, real butter and cream, green salad and finally, 
for dessert, a fruit pudding. 


ATMOSPHERE IS EASY 

The atmosphere is as easy, relaxed and pleasant as a girl's 
school or a summer camp—in contrast to the dreary, unkempt 
surroundings and the institutional faces of the girls at Adamsville. 
There is no fence, no wall and only one locked building on the 
campus—the detention building whéete the school’s only three 
runaways in the last six months eat alone with their house 
mother. 

‘But don’t you dare say this place is like a swanky boarding 
school!’ warned the superintendent. ‘Florida taxpayers are no 
more indulgent than Georgia taxpayers—and I’ve been worired 
every since we got the swimming pool!’’

In this day of high-pressure public relations we have grown 
accustomed (© publicizing and extolling in pictures and print 


practically everything on earth. including something which was 
intended to be done quietly—Good Works. 


There used to be a time when people were reticent about 
discussing their acts of kindness and charity. I believe this prac- 
tice is spoken of highly by Jesus himself. Borrowing a Bible from 
the church editor I looked it up and this is what it says in Mat- 
thew: 


‘Take heed that ye do not your alms before men, to be seen 
of them; otherwise ye have no reward of your Father which is 
in heaven... when thou doest thine alms, do not sound a trumpet 
before thee, as the hypocrite do in the synagogues and in the 
streets, that they may have glory of men ... but when thou 
doest alms, let not they left hand know what thy right hand 
doeth: That thine alms may be in secret; and thy Father which 
seeth in secret himself shall reward thee openly.”’ 


Now I know of plenty of alms-doers who perform with a 
maximum of secrecy. There are some who give often and gen- 
erously and always make the condition that their names be with- 
held. A week or so ago a great many people pitched in and 
helped a couple who were hungry and homeless. Jobs were of- 
fered, housing, some cash and quite a number of clothes—all 
given, all more or less anonymously. 


So I'm inclined to think that is still the individual's notion 
of the right and proper way to do good. But the organizations, oh 
my! 

At Christmas time when people naturally turn to help their 
less fortunate brethren dozens of organizations call up and asked 
to be photographed giving parties for poor children or delivering 
baskets to poor families or presenting checks to the Empty 
Stocking or the Opportunity Fund. And from there on throughout 
the year zealous publicity chairmen seek to have officers photo 


graphed engaging in whatever passes for their club’s charity 
project. 


There have been occasions when groups threatened to with- 


draw from projects because their names were not mentioned in 
the publicity or their press secretary failed to get their picture 
in the paper. They had plainly lost sight of the object of the 


project, mistaking Good Works for a good press. 


Of course, there will continue to be stories and pictures of 
charitable activities in the paper. This may be good when the 
project might serve to inspire others to do the same. It is cer- 
tainly newsworthy if it is a new and different undertaking which 
others might want to copy. But I’m convinced that if the officers | 
of all organizations examined their motives when they sought pub- 
licity for their charitable piojects, a fair number would have 


a change of mind and do the good deed quietly.

But let's be alert to the fact 
that the work doesn’t tire us 
nearly sO much as the resent- 
ment against having to do it. 
How foolish to waste a chunk 
of life dreading the work 
ahead—particularly when it has 
to be done.
